STATE FINANCES. | 

The financial condition of the State 
is truly alarming. Taxed beyond all 
precedent afforded by the history of 
the State, the expenses of government 
have'so increased as to exceed by over 
one million dollars the public income. 
The Coniptroller confesses that the re- 


mencement of BROWNLOW’s reign to 
the 30th of September, 1868,amounted 
to $6,184,325, of which there was re- 
ceived from railroads for interest on 
the bonds issued to them, $2,079,247, 
so that $4,105,078 was wrenched from 
in the shape of taxes in 
a period of three and a half years, an 
amountalmost equal to the whole tax- 
‘ation for the ten years immediately 
preceding the war. Of this sum, $524,- 
28 was used for legislative pur- 
poses ; $138,431 15 for public printing; 
$244,588 96 in payment of the -ex- 
penses of the penitentiary, and $329,- 
126 74 in payment of the militia, who, 
as Mr. BLACKBURNE confesses, were 
called out -to harrass and annoy the 
people and to aid in carrying the elec-

Nothing that has occurred in years has 
ereated the same impression as the .sen- 
tence of these two men, and it has been for 
two days the subject of general conversa- 
tion by.all classes,and variousare the opin- 
ions that are expressed as to whether the 
sentence of the law will be carried out or 
not. 

Ifit is, and should they pay the ex- 
treme penalty, it will be the first execu- 
tion that has oceurred in Memphis since 
1860, when a white man and a negro were 
hung-—the first after remaining in jail for 
seven weary vears, and who at the date of 
his death had passed his fiftv-ninth birth- 
day. 

We are not special adyoeates of the 
death penalty, but when. it 
consideration that during the eight years 
which have elapsed since its last enforce- 
ment here, the number of persons who 
have met their deaths at violent hands 
will average one for every fortnight, it 
will be admitted that it is high time that 
something should be done to effectually 
check this wholesale butchery, If noth- 
ing but the gallows will effeet a change, 
then let the law do its dread work, until 
it will be known and felt that to commit 
murder is to place the rope around the 
ueck of hiin who cdoes the deed; and jut 
there be no distinction - between murdcr- 
ers; let not.able legal counsel so hoodwink 
Judge and Jury that murder by the hand 
of the rich man shall appear as anght else 
than murder, and that the punishment for 
murder is of a less degree than death, 
Once this feeling is established, there wil] 
be no statnte needed to prevent the carry - 
ing of concealed weapons.

The sale of lands for State and county us 
wellas corporation taxes, will take place 
on the first Monday in July next, and it 
behooves those in arrears to embrace 
the earliest opportunity to pay their taxes 
before the sale, for after the sale they will 
be required to pay not only the whole 
amount in cash, but also fifty per cent. 
— besides six per cent. interest.

tate, the county and the city, snd thus

each in support of the Government and 

protect the credit of the same. 

Delinquents will bear in mind that the 
sales for the taxes of 1866, the time for re- 
demption re on the first Monday in 
July next, after which the State will pro- 
ceed to take possession of all lands bought 
in for the use of common schools. For the 
vear 1867, the fifty per cent. penalty has 
been remitted by the Comptroller, on 
condition that the delinquent will eome 
forward promptly and redeem, but should 
they failto do so before the first Monday 
in July next, another penalty of fifty per 
cent, will be added under the law, mak- 
ing a total of one hundred per cent,, be- 
sides interest at six percent. from the 
date of sale.
